NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The Marqnis de Mores was one of the small, but noisy band of anti- 
Semites in France. This feather-headed young man, whose name and 
position were useful to the agitators, has now been deprived of the 
management of his property at the instance of his father, the due de 
Valombrosa, ‘ Anti-Semite” in France spells also ‘anti-English,” as 


well as * anti-commonsense,” and M. de Morés was last notorious for being | 


concerned in that purchase of forged documents purporting to reveal a 
British conspiracy for the bribery of French functionaries which recently 
made asmall knot of politicians ridiculous. The code in foree in most of 
the civilised countries except England, which unfortunately lags behind in 
this respect, gives the families of such men as M, de Morés.a means of 
restraining their extravagance by application to a Court of Law. The 
jidgment of the Court, which the due de Vallombrosa wisely 
motion for the protection of his. son, and of his 
own name, recites that the Marquis has led a lite of foolish and costly 
adventure. He has run through at least’ £0,000, and although married to 


an American lady of property, ‘tis still trying to borrow money at high. 


Interest "—a singular commentary on his professed antipathy to the Jews. 
It appears that one of the methods which this ingenious —spendthrift 
wlopted of dissipating his fortune was to start butchers’ shops in America 
the co-operative principle, but his owh part in the co-operation Was 
apparently to suffer slaughter, for six years ago the scheme collapsed, 
An intellligent study of the law of Shechita might have spared M. de Mores 
this disaster: but. we fear, he belongs to thatclass of young men to whom 
Consecutive study is impossible; otherwise he would long since have dis- 
covered that it is neither sagacions nor respectable to run. amuck against 
one’s Israelite fellow-citizens. It is to be hoped that the salutary warning 
alministered by the judges of the Republic will help to convert the heir to 
the dukedom of Vallombrosa into a member of society almost as useful to his 
lelow-men as is a laborious Jewish pedlar. 

Mr. Nathaniel L. Cohen, whenever he speaks or writes, always improves 

the occasion by offering some suggestions that give food for thought, His 


letter and speech to the members of the South Hackney Synagogue, published 
in our last week's issue, were no exception to this rule. Put in brief terms, 
Mr. Cohen suggested that it might be possible to create a new class of con-. 
stituent synagogues of the United Synagegue by allowing new congregations 
unable to pay their full quota towards the general funds—particularly the 35 
per cent. taxation—to be classed as * associated synagogues” with only 
indirect representation on the Council, The United Synagogue would lend 
such an associated congregation a large proportion, say half of the amount 
necessary to enable it to build a synagogue, which should be vested 
in the United Synagogue, and the repayment of this loan with interest 
would be the only compulsory contribution to the General Fund. After 
the repayment of this debt, the congregation would be called upon to 
assume the burdens and responsibilities, and be entitled to all the privileges 
of other constituent synagogues. This idea seems plausible, and there 
can be no harm in its being cautiously examined by those having expert 
knowledge of the financial arrangements of the United Synagogue. — It 
is a fact that some ‘“ impecunious” synagogues—particularly those like the 
Hammersmith Synagogue, that are required to liquidate Building Debts— 
experience great difficulty in contributing their full quota to the general 
communal burdens. Mr. Cohen has endeavoured to solve the problem, and 
he seems to be on the right track, though the practical impediments to an 
equitable adjustment may be. greater than he imagines. Probably the real 
solution would be found in a graduated scale of assessment in the case of 
newly established synagogues, adjusted not only in proportion to the revenne, 
but also in relation to the unliquidated debt. 

Pending an official examination by the authorities of the United 
Synagogue of Mr. Nathaniel Cohen’s Scheme, or of any alternative 
proposals, it is incumbent on the Jewish residents of Hackney, who 
desire the ready assistance of their brethren in other parts of London, 
to exert themselves with a view to establish their claim to help. The 
plea for initial aid in setting up a permanent place of worship will net 
be urged in vain if those locally interested in the project: bestir themselves 
to prove that there are enough Israelites in the district able and willing to 


maintain a permanent synagogue, The district in question Is of growing 


Importance, and it is asserted that it contains already many Jews who would 
gladly join the existing congregation if only a suitable synagogue were built, 


under the auspices of the United Synagogue, in place of the present temporary 
iron structure. But this hypothesis is of little practical avail unless metho- 
dical efforts are made to obtain definite promises of intending members 
conditionally on the desired assistance being accorded by the United Syna- 
gogue, The time involved ina thorough canvass of the entails of 
course much sacrifice, but if the work be systematically divided amongst 
a number of canyassers, there should really be no ditheulty in) carrying it 
out. The mistake usually made in such cases is to rely only on the public 
spirit and energy of one or two workers. 

Mr. Michael Davitt’s letter, which we publish in another column, con- 
tains a powerful reply to the sentiment aseribed to Mr. Con Crowly that 
the Jews ought to be kept out of Treland,” Ireland, Mr. ‘Davitt truly 
soys, has no share in the black record of perseeution of the Jews. In 1787 
the Irish House of Commons passed a resolution for the naturalisation of all 
Jews who wished to enjoy the privileges of Trish citizenship. Mr. Davitt 
defends the East End Jews against the charge of being the cause of low wages 
and trade depression. He concludes by arguing that as Irishmen are seeking 
new homes all the world over they should themselves show. open-handed 
hospitality on their own shores... This is a modern reading of the old 
Pentateuchal principle : Ye shall love the stranger for ve were strangers 
in the Land of Egypt.”. Mr. Crowly’s explanation of his remark honourably 
acquits him of any suspicion of intolerance. But it is not to be regretted 
that the misinterpretation occurred, It has enabled) Mr. Dayitt to make a 
manifestation of loyalty to. the best principles of tolerance and to show that 
Ireland has learnt from her own sufferings how to sympathise with the 
persecuted sons of Israel, | | |

The discourse delivered by Professor Jowett in Westminster Abbey, an 
abstract of which appeared in our last issue, was indeed a valuable contribu- 
tion to homiletic and unsectarian pulpit utterances. The singular breadth of 
view for which the eminent Master of Balliol is so distinguished 1s well 
indicated by such a sermon in the pulpit of Westminster Abbey. There ts 
something highly suggestive in that method of preaching which may be 
described as the biographical method. It is nothing new in all orthodox 
pulpits to draw lessons of faith and of virtue as well as illustrations of 
imperfection fromthe characters of the Bible. One recalls the numberof sermons 
that are repeatedly delivered about the patriarehs, about Joseph, and about Ring 
David. The Christian preacher has a larger roll of names, He has the New 
Testament, as well as the Old, from which he is in the habit of submitting 
various lessons of religion, And in the synagogue there are constant references 
to those personalities which belong to” our Midrashie legends and Talmndte 
litera ure generally, But lessons drawn from more recent lives are less usual, 
except, perhaps, in the case of a funeral oration or a memorial service. 
When, however, Professor Jowett selected for an example of an upright 
character, of single-mindedness, and of the highest gifts of a lofty spirituality, 
the illustrions Jewish philosopher of the 17th century, he travelled ont of 
the beaten track of Biblical and post-Biblical hero-worship. It was cer- 
tainly a new experience in the great Cathedral of Westminster to hear such 
a manas Spinoza described as *‘one of the greatest men who ever lived.” 
Professor Jowett truly observed that ‘‘the biographies of good men were the 
best sermons.” He further remarked, * there were no religions denominations 
in the unseen world, for death which separated men on earth, reunited them 
when they departed hence.” ‘ Spinoza,” he said, * was, as truly as Bunyan, 
dead to the world, He was one of the best and greatest men the world had 
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ever seen, Excommunicated though he was, he refused legacies and pensions, 
and was content to maintain himself by grinding glasses for an optician. Like 
sonvan, though after a different fashion, he resigned himself to the will of 
God and the Divine order of the world. No cloud of superstition, doubt or 
fear darkened his horizon, no envy, jealousy or enmity corroded his 
moral nature. There was no reason to .. believe that. he ever 
became a Christian, though le lost the sight. of in God, 
and the JewiSh belief in the Divine order of the Universe sink deep in 
his mind, By some he had been styled a Pantheist, and his name was held 
of evil omen to the Christian Chareh. But, whatever his errors, he was not 
far from the Kingdom of God. Never was there such a religious genius as 
Bunvan, never a deeper spirit than that of Spinoza, In these two men it 
was strikingly shown that ‘God fulfils Himself in many ways.’ Humutty, 
simplicity, the absence of envy or malice were the attributes of the philosopher 
as well as of the Christian, and it was scen in both these men how moral 
qualities, when they rose toa certain height, involved intellectual qualities 
and that intellect’ never reached perfection in the absence of Jofty moral 
No man could be perfectly good who did not also become wise.” 
These further extracts from the words of Professor Jowett amplify the 
account already wiven of his latest religious address, and they bear out the 
y have. received from his lofty independence of mind 
and freedom from the prejudices of race and religion,

That this is ho easy matter may be inferred from 
the cireumstance that but little variety 1s usually exercised in the choice of 
Chairmen. Season after season, the changes are rung on a band of well-known 
speakers which can only be described as select—the most popular of them 
being the Chief Rabbi, Mr. I’. D. Mocatta, Sir Philip Magnus, Dr, Frieq- 


linder and Mr. Claude G. Montefiore. Subsidiary speakers, to 
propose and second votes of thanks, must also be sought ont, 


and steps haye to be taken to ensure a good attendance of the general 
public. Any public exercise that the scholars are to perform must, of 
course, be carefully rehearsed. A more serious business stillis the annnal 
examination. The services of experts have to be requisitioned, their reports 
have to be presented and considered. Then comes the selection of prizes for 
those who have done well. This is no easter than examination-work, and 
considerably more difficult than securing a suitable chairman to distribute them, 
To purchase books in the lump,in a haphazard fashion, as we fear is often done, 
is smnplicity itself, but to discriminate conseientiously what is most appro- 
priate to the needs of individual prizcholders is an undertaking demanding 
Considerable pains and patience, and no small acquaintance with books. It 
‘s within our knowledve that for a recent *prize-distribution five different 
booksellers had to be resorted to in purchasing about twenty volumes, 

The difficulty of selection is intensified m the case of Jewish schools by 
reason of the comparatively few books that exactly meet the requirements of 
Jewish scholars. Works revealing a tendency to Christian teaching must 
necessarily be eschewed. Even general works, which figure so largely at our 
prize distributions—the Shakespeares, the Longfellows, the Macaulays, and 
so forth—are only admissible on such occasions faute de miewr. Tf possible, 
the works presented should be specifically Jewish, and yet, as dDeing  prize- 
volumes and not lessén-books, they should be entertaining or useful, 
(irace Acuilar’s works are stillin request. Apparently the day is fardistant 
when she will be superseded by modern Jewish writers. In this respect, she has 
been more fortunate than many of her contemporaries and even successors, 
whose works, onee popular, have been buried and forgotten beneath the ever- 
accumulating mass of literature. Who, now-a-days buys, Hyman Purwitz’s 
Hebrew Tales.” Breslaaw’s Sabbath Meditations,’ * The Jewish Heroine 
of the Nineteenth Century,” or the “ Romance of Jewish History 7? Other 
books there are which are still read but not as widely as they deserve to be:

Lady Magnus’s works, particularly her 
religious stories Tor voung children, are deservedly popular. 
So. too, are Mrs. Cohen’s admirable Bible Readines with my 
Children.” Tfebrew  praver-books, and such works as Hester Rothselild’s 
+ Prayers and Meditations,” Mrs. Henry Lucas’ © Children’s Pentateuch,” and 
Michayil-el-Chaytl are gencrally acceptable as prize-gifts + nor should we 
omit to mention the Bible Readings and novels by Miss Emily M. Tlarris. A 
moderately sized English Bible for Jewish use is still a desideratum, The work 
of the Rey, Isaac Leeser is now out of print. The only handy volume without 
headings at present obtainable is too insignificant for the purpose we are speak- 
ing of, During the past twelve months, the réperto/re of Jewish prize volumes 
has experienced a notable expansion. In England we have, and are justly 
proud of, Zangwill’s ** Children of the Ghetto ;” from America, there come 
Abram 8. [saaes’ “Stories from the Rabbis,” and Zirndorf’s * Some Jewish 
Women,’ —both attraetive volumes. The latter book is issued by the Jewish 
Publication Society of America, which has likewise given us Samuel Coopers 
story of Sir Moses Montefiore, entitled “ Think and Thank,” Milton Gold- 
smith’s * Rabbi and Priest,” and Schnabel’s * Voegele’s Marriage and other 
Tales.” The writer of the literary causerve which appears in our columns 
every week, suggests Mr. Lang’s two-volumed edition of * Ivanhoe” as suitable 
for presentation.

Dear Mr. Crowniy,—Au old and staune’: supporter of the Irish cause 
who belongs to the Hebrew race, has called my attention to a speech delivered 
by you recently in Bandon, in which you are reported as having said that “ the 
Jews ought to be kep$ ont of Ireland.” The meeting over which you presided 
on the occasion was, I suppose, held under the. auspices of the Labour 
Federation of Bandon, and, as you know I have been intimately connected 
with that organisation, I hope you will excuse me for saying how I deeply 


regret that any such sentiment as that attributed to you should be spoken on _ 


an Irish National or labour platform. 

I feel convinced, however, that you spoke in a sense which you never 
intended to be construed into so unjust and so illiberal an opinion as that which 
the few words quoted, apart from the context, would imply, The Jews have 
never to my knowledge done any injury to Leland, Like our own race they 
have endured a persecution the records of which will for ever remain a reproach 
to the “Christian” naiions-of Europe. Ireland has no share in this black 
record, Our country hes this proud distinction—frecly acknowledged by Jewish 
writers—of never having resorted to this un-Christian and barbarous treatment 
of an unfortunate people. If Lam not mistaken in my historical recollection, 
the Irish House of Commons passed a resolution, or framed a law, in 1787 
for the naturalisation of all Jews who were wishful to become Irish citizens: 
and I think this enlightened action on the part of the Irish Parliament was 
intended as a solemn and significant protest against the brutal and inhuman 
persecutions which were being practised at this-period sgainst the Jews on the 
Continent, and, in a somewhat less ferocious manner, in Great Britain too. 
No law ever passed in College Green redounds niore to the honour and 
memory Of Grattan’s Parliament than this; andas Irish sentiment has always 
been on the sime Ingh level of hberality on the cuestion of the treatinent 
of the Jews, it is ail the more to be regretted that any Nationalist or 
Irishman of any other political conviction snould at this time of day give 
expression to suc’ reactionary “know nothing ” 
have been spoken by you. 

I know that there 1s a section of werking men in Lendon and other places 
who are allowing themselves to be deluded by ‘Tory protectionists into the belief

on mineral industries, on trade in general, in rents, royalties, aud ground rents, 
an annual tax computed at £300,0)0, 000, This is the interest which the “ pro- 
tectionists ’ want to “protect,” and for the purpose of doing s9 they are 
endeavouring to draw the minds of the working classes of these countries from 
dweliing upon the real to a consideration of the sham ciuse of trade depression, 
and for this dishonest purpose they are not above resorting to the cowardly 
policy of reviving the latent feeling of racial antipatuy to the Jews who have 
tound an asylum within the confines of the United Kingdom. 

No Irishman worthy of the name will sympathise with a mean and unjust 
crusade of so unscrupulous a character as this. But, apart from the labour 
aspect of the question, we Irishmen have to remember what is due to the honour 
and reputation of our race and to refrain from any acti or word that might 
sully its record in the matter of racial hates or antipvchias. [5 1s well to 
recollect too that our own people have been seittered the worid over, and that 
we are bound in justice and in reason to extend to all who scek the shelter of 


‘our island shores the same treatmentand hospitality which the members of our 


own race have received at the hands of so many nations all over the globe, 
When driven by persecution and upjust government from their own country.—

The astonishing thing is that, in spite of declared enemies armed to 
the teeth on bothits Eastern and Western frontiers, the bulk of the electors in 
the Fatherland cast their votes against the military principle, and it was only 
through the complicated system of second ballots that their declared will 
was defeated. Herein lies the chief significance of the recent: elections. 
They constitute a great demonstration in fayour of Disarmament and 
European Peace—the first really important demonstration of its kind which 
has taken place in the memory of man, The German people has spoken 
out plainly against the exhausting system of colossal standing armies, 
preferring to rely on the natural patriotism of the nation in arms in case of 
serious attack, That this demonstration should have found a wide-spread 
and that no Jews should have figured among its 
elected opponents are circumstances which, in view of the appointed rd/e of

THE SOHOOL BOARD AND JEWISH

At the meeting of the London School Board on Thursday, the 20th inst., 
the question of religious teaching at Board Schools again came under discussion, 
A Jetter was considered which had been received from the Education Depart- 
ment, with reference to a debate on the Bishop of Salisbury’s Bill in the House 
of Lords, requesting the Board to furnish for the Information of the Depart- 
ment two or three copies of the regulations under which religious. instruction 
was given in those of the schools which were particularly attended by Jews and 
Catholies. Canon Bristow, Chairman of the School Management Committee, 
moved that-a letter in reply te forwarded to the Education Department on the 
subject. Mr. Lyulph Stanley, seconded by Mr, Brace, moved anamendment tothe 
effect that the Board should also forward a return which had recently been pre- 
pared by the sub-committce on Scripture Knowledge and submitted to the 
School Management Comninittce, with a statement that the practice in the 
several Jewish schools bad never received the formal sanction of the Board, 
but was now under consideration, ‘This was agrced to by 25 to l4votes. Upon 
its becoming the substantive motion, Mr. Riley moved an amendment suggesting 
the forwardirgalsoo? acopy of the syNabus of instructionin religion and.

They never stepped 
outside the pile of their domicile, or sought higher paths than their industrial 
avocations. Now, things are altogether different. Tere is, it should be borna 
in mind, a very great and wide difference between the status of the Jews im this 
country, and that of those living among West European nations, In the litter. 
the Jews bave entered into the social, economicil, political.and intellectual 
life of the people. Among ourselves it has been a thing undreamed of, that a 
Jew should think of stepping out from among his own people and class and 
aspire to a position in the higher circles of Russian social life. But since, with 
the lapse and movement of our time, we have permitted Jewish aspirations to 
go so far, we now find ourselves helplessly face to face with the dilemma of this 
so-called “Jewish question,’ which is one entirely of our own creation, 
Whilst one party in the State asks distractediy what is to be done with the 
twelve million Jews domiciled in our midst, the other replies that we must 
improve their condition by admitting them to the higher and more intellectaal 
spheres of our social and economic life. The question 13 one wiich we must 
look squarely in the faca, and set ourselves resolutely to the task of solving it 
as best we may. About the alleged nefarious practices of a certain element of 
the Jews, their exploitation of the peasantry, &e,, Princ. Meschtschersky 
has nothing to say. He does not believe all the evil things suid of the Jews. 


Cwvs., 
they are not nearly so badas they are represcnted to be, and they are much 


better than a certain class of their Caristian neighbours, After this charitable 
expression of opinion, the editorial Prince gogs on to say that the Jews should 


be permitted in all freedom to retain their present residential rights, and 


it 
‘accordingly as their natural increase demands, new sottlements should be found 


for them in the more spirsely populated governments of Great Russia. Li the 
limits of the Pale have become too narrow, by all means let there be a new 
distribution of the Jewish clement, and, if necessary, a free apportionment of 
land among the more necessitous class, but let them not be distributed among 
the towns. With this latter proviso, such a redistribution of the Jewish 
element will not only prove non-injurious to the national interests, but will 
have beneficial results. There is no fear whitsver of tha Great Russians 
becoming the servants of the Jews, but, on the contrary, they will benefit by 
the infusion and industrious example of the latter. The Jews will supply a 
healthy and emulative competition where it is most required without prejudice 
to any single interest of the Russians, After making this fairly liberal propo- 
sition—if we except its narrow and stupidly prohibitive proviso—Prince 
Meschtschersky goes oif ata tangent seriously to nullify his own project by an 
extraordinary and damning concession to the prejudices and jealousies “ of the 
other Party.” In order, he says, to protect the solidity and unity of interests 
of the Russians, the Jews must not be allowed to fill responsible positions, 
where money is in question, either in the public schools, the banks, the bourses, 
or the army (!). Those Jews who wish to occupy such responsible posts must 
seek them abroad. 

The obvious references of the closing s2n‘enco of this article might be 
taken as insulting to the reputation of the Jaws as a class if the statement 
itself were not consummate twaddle, Tho Jews have no desire to become the 


treasurers of Orthodox schools; there are no Russian banks in Russia; there 


is no Russian Bourse, save the embryo:and abortive creation of M. Witte; and 
there is not the remotest question of Jews becoming regimental paymasters In 
the Russian army. However, we may very well pass this over. The first 
proviso, too, of the Grasch/Junin’s project need not be taken very seriously, if 
the project itself be granted. Prince Meschtschersky’s estimite of the Jewish 
population of Russia is a surprisingly large one, and Iam not in a position to 
question it statistically ; but neither is the Princs, I presume, able to prove his 
estimate by statistics which, whatever their nature, are always extremely 


uncertain and dubious quantities in Russia. However, am quite of opinion 


that the actual number of Jews in this country is very considerably in excess 
of that usually given as about 5,009,000. Tae noteworthy feature of the 
Graschdanin’s latest article on the general question of the Jews is its tacit 
acknowledgment of the important fact that a solution is not to be 
found in any scheme of wholesale emigration. That is out of the 
question. "The rate ‘of natural increase among the Russian Jews would 
itself defeat the object of any such scheme of feasible magnitude. The 
Graschdanin rightly says that Russia has created the dilemma of this 
Jewish question herself, and how ? By her attempt to make a pariah race of the 
people who have built up Russia’s industrial prosperity ; and by excluding them 
from rights and privileges to which they have earned the most paramount and 
irrefutable claims according to all fundamental laws of equity and justice. 
Russia might have rid herself, perhaps, of the Jews by a compulsory and whole- 


sale exodus in the old days when their numbers were a few hundred thousands, . 


but she cannot treat half-a-score millions of people in that way. She must solve 
this question shortly, and the more favourable its solution to the Jews the 
greater benefit will it be to Russia. She is only now opening her eyes fully to 
the magnitude of the question she has created for herself, She will eventually 


arrange matters for the Jews, and the Jews will arrange the rest for themselves. 
But patience and resignation are virtues to be practised in the meantime, 
that is until Russia has come to her senses and accepted the duties imposed upon 


her by an all-ruling providence in a proper spirit,

THE BERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGU" ELECTION. 
Sir,—I attended at a general meeting summoned by order of this congrega- 
tion on April 16th last, for the purpose of confirming an alteration in law 


69 of the laws of this congregation. The law 65, as adopted and confirmed at 
special general meetings of seatholders, held on the 17th May, and 14th June, 


1x85, relates to the appointment of two ministers, fixes their designation, and 


provides for the appointment of an assistant minister. The election is declared 
to be, and the salaries are to be fixed by, the members ot the synagogue at a 
general meeting. 

The alteration suggested, which we were called upon to confirm, was 
that there should be two or more ministers with such titles and duties as should 
be fixed by the Council from time to time. 

No alteration was suggested as to mode of election or fixing salaries which 
still was to remain vested in the members at a general meeting. 

At this meeting Sir Julian Goldsmid was elected Chairman. A lively discus- 
sion ensued, and the vote was carried by a show of hands. Sr Julian counted 
the hands, and declared thein equal, and gave his casting vote to the * Ayes.” 
The “Noes” stated the count to be inaccurate, and demanded a recount, The 
Chairman refused, and broke up the meeting, The “ Noes ’ took down the names 
of the voters, and it appeared they had a majority. Subsequently, Sir Julian 
met the dissentients and, as I understood, stated that the resolution should not be 
acted on. 

| subsequently received notica to attend a Special Meeting of the 
Members on Sunday, the 10th inst. to consider a recommendation of the Council 
passed at a meeting held on the 18th June :— os 

“ That the Rev. Morris Joseph be elected Delegate Senior Ministor. of the 
Synagogue for a period of one year. | 

“That the salary of the Rev, Morris Joseph be £00),” 

And for such other business as may occur, | 

I attended. Sir Jalian was again Chairman, and in an 
eloquent speech deprecated any oppositon to the Council’s recommend- 
ations. He then proceeded to read the circuler calhng the meeting, 
proposed the first resclution, and called on a gentlemin by name to second 
it. ‘his being done a gentleman rose and asked that the minutes of the general 
meeting of IHth April last should be read prior to the discussion on the reso- 
lution proposed and seconded, The Chairman declined, stating this was a 
Special Meeting and not a Special General Meeting. The discussion proceedéd, 
and the resolution was put to the vote, The vote was carried by over bJ aves to 


-2O noes, 


The Chairman then proposed the further resolution, That the Rev. Morris 
Joseph should be appointed Delegate Minister ata salary of £5)) a year, and 
from a date fixed by the Council, 

Thereupon I called the Caairman’s attention that no such vote could be 
passed at this meeting, inasmuch as the meeting was not a General Meeting, and 
that by Rule 65 ministers could only be elected and their saliries fixed at a 
General Meeting. | 

The Chairman then stated this was a General Meeting. I asked that my 
protest might be put on the Minutes, The Caairman refused, stating I was too 
late. | 

{ wish to refer the members torules 34,65, 121, 122 and 123, to all of which I 
called the Chairman’s attention, but he being determined to cirry his point 

refused any attention to my statement. 

Now, Sir, [ have the greatest appreciation of our Chairman’s abilities, devo- 
tion ty our religion, and to the prosperity of our congregation, but I deprecite 
his assumption of imposing his will on the seatho!ders, and preventing free dis- 
cussion by means wholly unworthy and untenable in law. It will be noted that 
for one purpose the Chairman ruled the mecting to be a special meeting, and for 
another a general meeting, ‘This speaks for itself. I venture to point oat to the 
seatholders and to the Rev. Morris Joseph that his appoimtinent is illegal, and 
thatif the dissentients choose to take action they can obtain an injunction to 
restrain the Council from carrying into eifect the resolution of the Council 
purported to be passed by the seatholders at the meeting of tue loch inst.

WANTED, ELEMENTARY BOOKLETS FOR JEWISH SCHOOLS 
AND HOMES. 


Sir,—Allow me to publish crtenso some of the opinions I expressed the 
other day when the prizes were distributed at the St. John’s: Wood Synagogue. 


Wo want a systematically arranged series of Elementary Manuals, each of 


which ina few dozen pages shall serve as a guide for Jewish instruction given 
In our schools and homes, Many professional and unprofessional teachers,— 
including thoughtful parents,—complain that during the scanty time generally 
devoted to weekly lessons in Judaism they are completely handicapped by 
the luck of suitable elementary works. We are reminded of the shuttle which 
carries the thread in the weaving loom, and should always ran smoothly from 
end to end, If the threads are continually broken duriog their transit, the 


ungainly web will soon become ragged or rugged. 


_ As the children rise from one standard of lessons to another, they must be 
provided with books which shall contain only such information as is required 
by the respective standard. | 

Such a Library of Progressive Knowledge should contain graduated text 
books for Hebrew studies; then concisely and attractively narrated Scripture 
stories; further, the essential passages in Biblical and Posi-Biblical moral 


teachings (which should be committed to memory, both 1n English and in the. 


Orginal text), etc., ete, 
admit that some of our Jewish class-books are excellent in design and 
execution ; but they are only adapted for the requirements of higher standards, 
“Lost of the books being beyond the comprehension of the younger pupils, they 
fail in their object. are like Saul’s armour which the young hero tried to 
don when he went forth to fight the giant. He soon found that it was too heavy 
or him, and he fought without it. ‘fhe generality of children will not win the 
vattleof life without being provided with the necessary protection. Therefore 
Plead for the generality of children as well as for their parents and their 
teachers. 

This letter would reach an unreadable length if I here entered the field 
of debatable suggestions, or if I attempted to point ont how. to realis2 my 
Proposal, But I shall be happy to confer upon this subjcct with any eligible 
Vorsers who may desire to communicate with me.

I paida 
special visit to the place, and asit was locked up hid inyoire for the keys. 
I found a man, who did not belong to our people, had charge over the same, by 
what authority I do not know. He was very pohte and unlocked the door and [ 
weutin with him. Ithought the place was kept very tidy. Here itis a very 
low neighbourhood ; walls are low, people throw dirt over, of course, 1f must 
be looked after every now and again, So Mr. Emainual has mide a mistike in 
his statement. I believe the trustees and the title deeds ein b> traced. Any 
other information I cin give you or Mr. Emanuel T shall be pleased to do so 
by letter or personal interview, as Lam often in London, I am well-known

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WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL. 


The annual distribution of prizes at the Westminster Jews’ Free School, 
Hanway Place, Oxford Street, was held on Tuesday. Mr. Lovis Davipson, 
President of the School, occupied the chair, and among the company were Mrs. 
Ellis A. Davidson, who distributed the prizes, the Revs. Michael Adler, M. E. 
Davis, (Middlesbrough) and P, Phillips, Mr. and Mrs. M. N, Ader, Mr. and Mrs. 
I. Birnbaum. Mrs. Albert Kisch, Miss Hyam, Miss E. Myers, Mesrs. S. J. Heil- 
bron, Asher Isaacs, Albert H, Jessel, B. S. Marks, F. D. Mocatta, Claude Monte- 
fiore and F. 8. D, Phillips. | 

As customary, the children provided a pleasing entertainment for the visitors, 
a recitation and song by the tiny infants, and a song by the older girls being 
most amusing, especially on account of the actions of the young vocalists. The 
boys also acquitted themselves well in a Hebrew song. Entertainment of 
another kind was supplied by the girls of the Cookery Class, who served to 
visitors coffee and tea, with bread and confectionery of their own making, which 
for toothsomeness well deserved the praise bestowed by the Chairman and the 
ruests, 
: Mr. Davipson, who was loudly cheered on rising to address the meeting, 
said that bis task this year was an easy one, because in consequence of the 
success of the dinner the school had b2en amply provided with funds, This 
was the first public occasion since the dinner on which he had met the triends 
of the school; he could not abstain therefore from expressing his feelings of 
gratitude to Sir Charles Russell, who had presided at that festival. Nothing 
could have exceeded Sir Charles's kindness of heart; he had grasped every 
detail connected with the School in a few hours, which was only to be expected 
from aman of his eminence. Sir Charles Russell’s services on that occasion 
were gratefully recognised by the entire Jewish community. The Schoul con- 
tinued to progress most satisfactorily. It was remarkable that whereas ten 
years ago the School was built to accommodate 5 pupils, it had now more than 
(*), and was therefore unable to receive more. He regretted to say that the 
school had had many serious losses during the past year. Mrs. Birnstingl and 
her sister Mrs. Leman bad been for many years valued members of the Ladies’ 
Committee. In common with almost every other institution, the School 
mourned the recent death of their esteemed friend, Mr. David Benjamin, who 
had been a pillar of strength to the whole community, for his kindness and 
liberality knew no bounds. The general progress of the School was amply 
recognised in the reports of her Majesty's Inspector and of the Rev. Mr. 
Singer, which had been published in the Jewish press, and were as favourable as 
usual, He beheved the School could claim the same immunity from 
examination as the Manchester Jews’ School, but he would be sorry to 
avail himself of the privilege, for a school could only derive benefit from an 
annual examination, especially when it was conducted by such a man as the Rev. 
LT. Wo Sharpe, the Senior Government Inspector. Thesubject of School Exam- 
ination was a difficult one. At this School, as well as.-in another School with 
which he was « onnected, the Jews’ Free School, the managers knew of nothing 
but success, Yet a great deal might still be done. It was no use denying the fact 


that much of what the children learnt was lost after a few years. He 


would not say that it was of no use to acquire knowledge, but much of that 
Which was taught was superfluous, and an immense amount of good would be 
effected if the curriculum stopped short at a certain standard, and the remaining 
time were devoted to technical instruction, which would be beneficial to the 
children in after life. The subject was so vast that he felt almost afraid to 
touch upon it on such an occasion. Whatever could be done in the direction 
he had indicated would have to be carried out by the Government of the day, 
with the assistance, he hoped, of both great parties in the State. Reverting 
again to the dinner he was pleased to mention that nearly £70 had been collected 
by Mr. Woolf, the Head Master, from parents of the children. That was 
a remarkable feature, and greatly redounded to the credit of the parents. <A 
few weeks back he was present at the distribution of prizes in connection with 
the Old Castle Street Board School. and when he heard Mr, Diggle lav stress 
on the remarkable attendances of the children he could not help smiling, for 
the Westminster Jews’ Free School had a= splendid reeord in that 
respect, Muss Hertzon, the Headmistress, had informed him that two girls had 
not been absent once in five years,one girl had not missed a single attendance 
in four vears; one girl had achieved the same distinction for three years, and five 
girls had not been absent ona single occasion in two years. The boys’ school 
presented the same satisfactory feature, but he was unable to give the 
statistics. Another gratifying feature of the school was the system of cheap 
dinners, 12.50 of which had been doled out during the previous winter. The 
Cookery Class,as the visitors had had an opportunity to judge, continued to flourish. 
It was also gratifying to notice that without the lightest pressure being brought 
to bear on them, the girls had contributed £7 15s. 34. towards the Hospital 
Sunday Fund. It had afforded him the utmost pleasure to see Mrs. Ellis A. 


Davidson present that day. Her presence denoted a continuity of connection | 


dating from the time when her late brother, Mr. H. L. Keeling, began his active 
interest in the school. He could not conclude without expressing the cordial 
thanks of the Committee to the teaching-staff, but for whose exertions the school 
would not have attained its present high position. Mr. Woolf, Mr. Weisberg 
Mr. Miller, and the Rev. N. Goldston. in the boys’ department, and Miss Hertzon.

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


Dr, Steinschneider’s great work (“ Die Hebriiischen Uebersetzungén des 
Mittelalters und die Juden als Dolmetscher,”’ Berlin 1893), on which he has 
been intermittently engaged for at least half a century, has now appeared, It 
fills two stately volumes, each of 5) pages. And any one of 
Steinschneider’s pages corresponds to a chapter by anyone else, so 
crammed are they with facts, so dotted with abbreviations,so severely terse and 
even obscure in style. The price, 30 marks, is not high, considering that the 
edition is limited to 300 copies. One thing is certain, there is no money in the 
book. It isa fine thing to be able still to point toa man who is working without 
thought of pay. Dr. Steinschneider can never have made much profit from his 
literary work. He has been content to know that he is admitted by all to be the 
createst living Jewish scholar ; content to feel that everything he prints is of 
solid and permanent value, He is the King of Bibliographers, a King without 
a revenue, 


I shall try to give in the following lines some notion of the contents of Dr. 
Steinschneider’s book, but my remarks must be descriptive, not critical. ‘There 
i; only one man in England who can “review ”’ the book, and he lives in Oxford, 
not in London, It was well said of Zunz that he gave up to Judaism what was 
meant for mankind, and until the publication of his latest work a similar 
epigram seemed applicable to Dr, Steinschneider. But now this is no longer 
true. For here Judaism and mankind are brought together ; the Jew stands 
between the Arab and his science, between the Christian and his theology, 
bringing thought and doctrine to and from both. The Jew is the intermediary, 
he teaches Europe Arabic and Greek culture. Now this was known in outline 
before. But especially in the Christian field has the part played by Jews been 
but faintly appreciated. Dr. Steinschneider fills up the details, supplies the 
links to the chain, and shows us the Jews translating and interpreting to them- 
selves and to the Western world all the elements that build up modern 
civilization, 


Dr. Steinschneider limits himself to the Jewish translators of the Middle Ages, 
but he keeps his list open so far as the second half of the loth century, 
Beginning with the Septuagint, Jewish translation steadily advanced in precision 
until, by the beginning of the 13th century, it had become an Art. Jewish 
Mecenases like Meshullam of Lunel (12th cent.) and Benveniste ben Labi (circ. 
1400) encouraged bands of translators who need not fear comparison with the 
best translators of any age, except, perhaps, the very present. So popular were 
many of their translations, that though the Jewish versions are still extant the 


originals have long been lost. This is particularly the case with Folk-literature 
with stories hke Barlaam,-‘Sindabar and so on, 


Dr, Steinschneider’s arrangement is two-fold, It is first by way of subject, 
and then inside the subject, the arrangement is chronological. He starts with 
veneral works, Encyclopedias of Knowledge as we would term them. The first 
entry is Judah ben Solomon Kohen’s 79397 77), which the author himself 


translated about 1250 from Arabic into Hebrew. Next come Shemtob Palquera’s. 
(so Steinschneider spells it) MY, another Encyclopedia, also inedited; 


(;ershon ben Solomon of Arles’ Meir Aldabi’s ‘Soy (1360) ; 
Anonymous work de anima, Next, Steinschneider gives us classifications of the 
sciences, by Moses Rieti, Judah Ibn Bolat, Solomon Almoli ; and he concludes 
the “ general”’ section with “introductions” by Joseph Aknin, Jehuda Samuel 
Abbas, Elia Bashiatshi, Shemtob Palquera and Maimonides, 


J am afraid that these details are dry, but I cannot fill up my space with 
stray flowers if Iam to catalogue the contents of the whole garden. Atter this 
general section, come the detailed divisions. I, Philosophy (subdivided into 
Greek, Arabian, Jewish, Christian). II. Mathematics (Greek, Arabian, Jewish, 
Christian.) III, Medicine, IV. Miscellaneous. Each of the two last sections 
is subdivided like the rest, Philosophy occupies pages 1—50, Mathematics, 
pages 502—650, Medicine, pages 650-844, and Miscellaneous, pages 844—970, The 
rest of the book contains about 30 names of Jewish translators in other languages 
besides Hebrew. These are the ‘“ Dolmetscher”’ of the title. It will thus be 
seen that the work is paged consecutively throughout ; volume 2 begins at page 
501, This 1s a very convenient plan, especially in learned books; reference is so 
easy. Some English books are already adopting the same idea ; among them 
the magnificent illustrated edition of Green’s “History of England” deserves 
special mention, 


Philosophy thus occupies the whole of the first volume, and of this huge 
space Aristotle fills a large part, practically half of the volume, Aristotle in 
fact so completely dominated the philosophy of the Middle Ages that nearly 
all the Hebrew translations of the philosophical writings of Arabians could be 
grouped round the name of: Aristotle. Thus Steinschneider arranges the 
Hebrew translations under the four convenient headings of Aristotle’s chief 
works :—(a) Logic, (b) Physics, (¢)- Metaphysics, (4) Ethics, As regards the 


Logic, the leading Arabian authors are al-Farabi and Averroes, the latter, 


however, being of far greater importance. It is not too much to say that 


_ Averroes belongs as much to Jewish as to Arabian literature, for certainly his 


writings became known to the world mainly through Jewish influences, There 
seem to have been no translations of Averroes’ commentaries on Aristotle 
prior to Maimonides, The latter indeed only cursorily read him: be made no 
‘ystematic study of Ibn Roschd. Jacob Anatoli (1238) was the first to trans- 
late a portion of Averroes on the “Organon” in Naples. But when once the 
ball was started it kept on rolling; and, of course, as Steinschneider proves, 
these Hebrew translations were the originals from which flowed such Latin 
versions as thos: of Abraham de Balmes (died 1523.) For, as everyone 
knows, Europe got to know these philosophers through second-hand translations 
feom the Hebrew. | 


Space does not perm’t of more than a casual reference to the commentaries 
and super-commentaries; to the translations of the Phy-ics by Moses ibn 


Tibbon, Similarly I can bu’ g'ance at th2 translations of Aristotle's Meta- | 


physics, and the commentaries thereto; and so, too, of the Ethics, I must 
hurry on, or we shall never get out of the wood, After the Greeks, the Arabs: 
after Aristotle, Averroes, Few original works by Arabian philosophers were 
translated into Hebrew, but those that were translated were the most noted. 
Avicenna was turned into Hebrew rather from Latin than from Arabic, though 
his “ De Coelo et mundo” O77) OLN «D was widely studied by Jews, as is 
clear from the large number of copies extant. Al-Bataljusi isa less known 
name, and the others I can but mention, Costa b, Luca, Farabi, Gazzali, Honein, 
ali ibn Ridhwan, Saig, Tabrizi, ibn Tofeil. 


With the third chapter of the first volume we reach the Jewish philo- 
sophers whose works were translated into Hebrew. It opens with Abraham b, 
David the Levite, of Toledo, who dieda martyr’s death about 118), and whose 
work was one of the first attempts to reconcile Aristotelianism with Judaism. 
Bechai’s “ Duties of the Heart” was one of the very first Arabic books to be 
turned into Hebrew ; this was done in 1161 by Jehuda Ibn Tibbon, “ the Father 
of Translators.” As this ethical book, so beautiful in its glorious and intense 
religiousness, was one of the first translated, it may be worth while giving some 
of Steinschneider’s jottings as to the fate of Ibn Tibbon’s Hebrew version. It 
was turned into Portuguese in 176U, into Ladino 1610-1713, Italian 1847, Jewish- 
German, 1716, German at various dates, English Not YET, though Mr, Hyamson bas 


itin hand, The same neglect in England has not befallen the * Choice of Pearls” - 


which, by the way, Steinschneider gives some excellent reasons for not attri* 
buting to Gebirol, The Ahosari of Jehuda Halevi was, besides Tibbon’s version, 
turned into Hebrew about 1210 bv Jehuda ibn Cardinal. This translation 
has an Anglo-Jewish history, for it was taken to England by Joseph ben 
Baruch,for whom it was made, I cannot linger over Steinschneider’s embarras de 
richesses on the subject of Maimonides. I[t is not too much to say that a new 
life of Maimonides might be constructed out of the material put together by 
Steinschneider on pages 241-255 of the present work. 


In the highest degree interesting is the last chapter of Volume I. This deals 
with the Hebrew translations of Christian philosophical and theological works. 
Latin was long a language unpopular with Jews—it was the language of the 
destroyerof the Temple. By the oeginning of the 15th century this coyness was 
giving way to closer acquaintance, but it does not seem as if the Hebrew transla- 
tions of Latin works by Christian authors can have been very popular, s» few of 
them have been printed. Dr, Steinschneider has a goodly list of Christian 
theological works rendered into Hebrew, among them the writings of Thomas 
Aquinas, a well-merited compliment, seeing how much use he made of Latin 
versions of the works of Jewish philosophers, 


Mathematics occupies the first 15) pages of volume ii., Medicine fills the 
next 200, Miscellaneous Science and Literature occupy the rest of the work. To 


go through the first two sections with any fullness would need to give a 


complete list, as Dr. Steinschneider indeed does, of all the mathemiticians from 
Archimedes and Euclid down to Regiomontanus and Sacrobosco, Why was it 
that Jews found themselves so well prepared to take up with avidity the 
Arabian impulse-to the study of mathematics ? O, says (rraesse, because ‘the 
Jewish business habits and usurious practices had given them a talent and 
liking for figures, But, as Steinschneider shows, this explanation is absurd, It 


isan anachronism. When usury and trade became the enforced odins. 


of Jews, the latter already possessed many celebrated astronomers, In fact 
one already finds in the Talmud the germs of a mathematical system, and 
there is no doubt that a conscientious performance of certain portions of the 
Law required and encouraged, nay, gave rise to, a deep study of the theories of 
number and the relations of weights and measures. Though it used to be 
thought that until the 12th century no mathematical works existed except in 
Arabic, still two such works (written in the East in Hebrew) have lately been 
brought to light. Theseare the‘ Mishna of Maaseh”’ and‘ Boraita of Simuel,” 
and others may be forthcoming. As regards Medicine a remark similar to that 
with which I opened this paragraph will apply. It is simply impossible to go 
into the details of Dr. Steinschneider’s treatment : the details are too many, too 
overflowing. Only one or two general remarks can be made. Strikingly few 
medical works written by Jews in Arabic were translated into Hebrew. Was 
this because Jewish doctors knew Arabic long after it ceased to be their native 
tongue? There is no evidence of this, Secondly, Dr. Steinschneider’s account 
of the Hebrew translations of Christian medical works (pages 775 to 842) must 
have been the most difficult as it is the most original part of his book. He has 
here more than anywhere else added masses of fresh and unsuspected facts, 


The miscellaneous section, which concludes the work, contains the literary 
translations, the versions which appeal to the largest number of readers, .Esop, 
Hariri, Lokman, the Prince and Dervish, Kalila we Dimna, Sindabar, are but 
a few of the list of works or authors which Jewish translations made known to 
the world. In fact, this section of Steinschneider’s work will long be the material 
from which many important essaysand monographs will be drawn. The author, 
one regrets to see, does not accept Mr. Jacobs's view that Berachya Nakdan wrote 


his fables in England, but Dr. Steinschneider’s argument here is rather wanting | 


in force, and Mr, Jacobs will have no difficulty in maintaining his point, 


I have, however, already outrun my limits. I have left no space for indicat- 
ing Dr. Steinschneider’s sources, for enumerating the immense number of MSS. 
that he has used (indeed a very large proportion of the whole work consists of 
descriptions of unprinted MSS), or for alluding to the author's rather ungracious 
wish not to become popular, A pathetic touch is the author's desire that any 
corrections of his book be made pu?licly, “I am too old myself to use any 
suggestions that are offered; let them therefore be given to the public, not 
to me.” But I hope that what I have written will induce as many as can to 
procure this masterpiece of scholarship, if not of style. The arrangement is 
lucid ; the index (though economically printed), is full; it might usefully have 
been fuller. But to sum up, as I began, it is a great work, for it is bibliegraphy 
at its highest and best,

EVENING CONTINUATION SCHOOLS, 


We are requested by the Chairman of the Sub-committee of the Evening 
Continuation Schools of the London School Board,to publish the following 

whe London School Board’s Sub-Committee on Evening Continuation 
Schools held a conference with over two hundred of the responsible teachers of 
the Schools at the offices of the Board on Wednesday evening the 19th inst, 
Mr, Henry Lynn, Chairman of the Sub-Committee, presided, aud said that the 
New Government Code was the Magna Charia of the Evening Schools, and 
offered every encouragement and facility for improving and extending the 
education of all who chose to avail themselves of the advantages now offered, 
The new subject, “ Life and Duties of a Citizen ’’ was important, and should be 
taught largely ; and vocal music for both sexes would, he hoped, be taken up in 
all the Schools. Unfortunately, the Evening School work of the Board was 
but little known, and it was therefore of the utmost importance that all possible 
means should be taken to let the peeple of London know of the great oppor- 
tunities now offered by the Government and the Board for the furtherance of 

the Rev. J. Srewart D, Heapiam observed that the new arrangements 
gave the managers and teachers absolute freedom in the choice of subjects, and 
the methods of teaching, and,in every way offered encouragement to extend 
the work. He emphasised the importance of teaching English History and 


‘Literature, the Life and Duties of a Citizen, and the Science of Common 


Things. 

The Rev. Epwarp ScHNApDiORST said it was extraordinary that the people 
of London were so ignorant of the existence of the Board's evening schools, 
and suggested that employers of labour and ministers of religion should be asked 
to make the Schools known, | 

The responsible teachers were unanimous in their praise of the New Code, 


_and expressed their appreciation of the freedom given in regard to the choice 


of subjects, the recognition of adult pupils, and the abolition of the annual 
examination in favour of an inspection without notice. Many stated that they 
intended to teach the subject “ Life and Duties of a Citizen” as well as the 
popular .subjects Book-keeping, Shorthand, &c.

Opessa, 20rn Jury, 1893. 
The triennial meeting of the Society for Assisting Jewish Agriculturists 
and Artizansin Syriaand Palestine was held in this city on the 11th inst., as 
already announced to you by vour correspondent here, Considering the short 
time the Society has been in existence, its limited means (only £12,000 having 
been raised in three years) and thodifficultiesit has experienced in Palestine, it 
ecems to have done wonders. Ten colonies have been supported, three of them 
being in a prospcrous condition. The late Dr, Pinsker, authcr of the stirring 
pamphlet Auto-Emancipation,” cailed the Society Into existence, and to per- 
petuate his memory the Society has resolved to erect at Jaifa a building bearing 
hisname, andtolocate therein the Jowish Boys’ School it bas established and 
partly endowed, For this purpose the Society has allotted 10,000 franes, to 
which will be added 5,000 francs subscribed by Mr. Emanuel Weinstein, a 
merchant of Odessa, and 10,000 francs by Mr. Vissotski,of Warsaw. The balance, 
which will not exceed 25,000 francs, will be made up by public subscription, _ 
{hus without any ado, Dr. Pinsker’s idea is gradually taking root in 
Palestine. May the London Chovevi Zion follow in its footsteps, talking less 
and doing more. ‘The success of the Odessa Society is due to the great respect 
in which the members of the Committee are held by their Russian coreligionists. 
Mr, Griinberg, the Chairman of the Committee, is known for the wide extent of 
his philanthropy. Mr. Margulis is an eminent lawyer and publicist, and the 
fame of Mr. Fischerovitz has reached every spot which Russian Jews are per- 
mitted to tread.
